2. The Broadside or Advertising 
Collection—documenting the wide range 
of entertainment shows and illustrated 
lectures in America, 1870-1920. 


3. The Clement Collection—an in-depth 
look at how a local showman and slide 
producer in Maine used the lantern 
medium. 


4. The American Magic Lantern Theater 
Collection—the slides that Terry has used 
to give shows throughout the U.S. for 

the last 25 years. (This last part of the 
collection will remain with the Bortons 
for a while, so that Terry can continue to 
perform shows.)
